Leather Gloves 

Skins For Manufacture Come From 
Farms Of Canada 
In the manufacture of 563,802 
dozen pair of leather gloves, the 
leather glove and mitten industry of 
Canada in 1938, for which the latest 
details have just been published, 
used 5,675,637 square feet of cow¬ 
hide, 3,625,998 of sheepskin, 1,122,- 
220 of horsehide, 4,127,617 of mule- 
skin, 679,863 of goatskin, 281,751 of 
pigskin, 85,410 of deerskin, 72,014 of 
lambskin, and 56,463 of other kinds 
of skins. In-addition $61,570 worth 
of splits (various kinds of leather) 
and $298,550 of other supplies were 
included in the manufacture. ' The 
total cost of materials used amount¬ 
ed to $2,051,460.
